“IT want to render the sentence in | 
so very few words,” said the judge, | 
“that all bankers who could be tempt- | 
ed to act the wy you did, can learn | 
it by heart and always remember it. 
You will have time during your de- | 
tention to think of the clients of the 
bank you have ruined. Some of them 
are dead from the sorrow suffered by 
your crime, and some of them have 
lost their mind. The verdict render- 
ed against you was just and impar- 
tial.” 

Before sentence had been passed 
Mr. Roy asked the court to suspend 
his sentence till the month of Octo- 
ber, when the regular term of the 
Criminal Court will open here. He 
said that he would suffer unfairly if 
he were condemned when he is to go 
before the Court of Appeals to have 
his verdict quashed. On the other 
hand he pretended that he felt conti- 
dent he could help the liquidator of 
the bank in his work and save many 
thousands of dollars to the depositors 
of the defunct bank. 

Mr. Roy, with anger, bitterly pro- 
tested against what he called the in- 
terference of a rival institution in 
this case. ‘I would like to spend a 
few minutes in the books of this 
bank,” he said, “and I promise to 
throw light on very interesting facts.” 

Another point Mr. Roy insisted up- 
on was the fact that he never de- 
frauded anybody and that he was 
himself misled by his employes. “One 
of them,” said Ray, “‘was even crim- 
inal enough to compel clients of the 
bank to pay proscribed papers.” 

Then the prisoner declared that he 
is still confident that the financial 
situation of the bank was not desper- 
ate when it was put into liquidation. 
There was only 50 per cent. paid on 
the capital subscribed, and another 
appeal of 20 per cent. would have pre- 
vented the crisis. 

He was very severe on his former 
political friends. He said he had 
done more for them in work and 
money than they ever did for him. 
He had subscribed money generously 
for the higher lights of the party, 
and he did not understand why it 
was that the Government had been 
so anxious to have him condemned 
when he was not the guilty party. 

He was only one of three accused, 
and he always felt that he could not 
obtain impartiality in St. Johns. The 
other accused were more guilty than 
he, ashe had but signed the reports 
to the Government after they had 


| been confirmed by others. There were 


twelve or thirteen other accusations. 
Why had they not proceeded in these 
at the same time? All his worldly 
goods had been swallowed up by the 
failure of the Banque de Jean. One 
thing only was left him, and this 
was his honor. He had done every- 
thing possible to sustain his bank. 
It was not his fault, but his misfor- 
tune. 

Roy said he had to-thank his law- 
yers because they refused pay for 
their services, but he _ protested 
against the way they conducted the 
case, laying their defence more on 
points of law than on the evidence 
and the facts. 

He received his sentence with a 
smile.

Survivors, mad with 
grief and terror, walked the streets 
almost naked, erying for relatives. 

Ruin In Oklahoma. 


Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, May 31. 
—Several persons were killed ‘Satur- 
day night in a.tornado which devas- 
tated the Oklahoma towns of Key 
West and Depew. Forty or more are 
injured. 

At least ten negroes were killed in 
Key West. Five are dead at Depew. 
‘The tornado swept over a wide stretch 
of tarming country. 

Following the wind came a deluge 
of rain. FBioods then added their ter- 
rors to the situation. The wreckage 
of Key West soon was overwhelmed 
by the rising waters. Practically no- 
thing wes leit of the town of 200 in- 
habitants. Rescuers hastened to the 
place, but could not cross Salt Creek, 
which had kecome a raging torrent. 

Depew was destroyed by a double- 
twister that formed from that strik- 
ing Key West and which traveled 
northwest and another coming from 
the east. 

Eight Die In North Dakota. 

St. Paul, Minn., May 31.—Speeial 
despatches received here state that 
seven persons are known to be dead, 
many are dying and over a scare are 
seriously injured as a result of torna- 
do which swept over northwestern 
Dakota last Saturday. The storm was 
especially severe at Langdon where 
the residence section of the city was 
practically wiped out, /four people 
killed and twenty injured, 

The tornado swept pp the James 
river from Ypsilanti to Jamestown, 
demolishing farmhouses and destroy- 
ing much yeluable property. The 
farmhouse of George Craves, near 
Ypsilanti was blown into the James 
river and Mrs, Graves and her two 
young daughters were instantly kill- 
ed. Two other members of the family 
were injured.

HAS NOTHING TO FEAR 


Canada Need Not Worry About 
United States Tariff. 


Ottawa Government Is Paying Little 
Attention to Present Revision as 
It Affects the’ Dominion — Favors 
Will Be Sought From Ottawa 
Soon as Reaction Sets In, Says 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 


| Ottawa, June 1,—The Canadian 
Government is not at present worry- 
ing much about the fate of the Payne 
| tariff bill, now being revised upwards 
}in the U. S. Senate. In respect to 
the commodities mentioned in yester- 
| da despatch from Washington— 
| barley, hops, potatoes and oy, 
| which are now given even higher pro- 
| tection than under the Dingley tariff, 
the exports from Canada to the States 
are comparatively 50 insignificant 
that a still higher tariff will make 
but little difference to the country 
as a whole. In fact on most of the 
items uffected by the Payne taviff 
the protective duty either under the 
new or the old tariff is so high as to 
prove almost an absolite prohibition 
of trade. 

In the case of coal, lumber and 
wheat, however, Canada is vitally in- 
terested. The question of reciprocity 
in coal, raised by the Payne tariff, 
will undoubtedly be one of the main 
tariff issues to be discussed at the 
next session of Parliament. In respect 
to lumber and wheat, it is felt here 
that it is only a question of time be- 
fore the United States will be com- 
pelled to come to Canada more and 
more for its supplies. Western) Amer- 
ican millers ure already seeking an 
edmixture of the best grade of Cana- 
dian wheat to produce their flour, and 
this demand must idily increase 
All Canada need do is to wait until 
the time when the inevitable reaction 
sets in across the line, and, as Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier has frequently ex- 
pressed jt, tariff favors ure sought 
from Ottawa, and not from W ashing- 
ton. Meanwhile, pending the final 
action of the United States Senate 
and Congress on the tariff bill, the 
Government here does not propose to 
interfere either by threat of retalia- 
tion or otherwise. Canada is pursu- 
ing her own tariff policy independent- 
ly of the United States. and is looking 
to continued sterdy development of 
the markets in the Motherland and 
with the sister overseas dominions 


as 


to the south practically barred by a 
prohibitive turiff on most of the 
items in which a mutual trade might 
be profitably developed. 


Biscuits Go Up. 

Toronto, June 1.—Every  biseuit 
manufacturer in Ontario has raised 
the price of his product one cent per 
pound, The reason given is that it 
was imperative in view of the high 
prices obtaining now for the ingred- 
jents.

Negro Race Inferior. 

New York, June 1.—A national con- 
ference in the interest of the Ameri- 
can negro was opened in the United 
Charities building in this city yester- 
day by Prof. Burt G. Wilder of Cor- 
nell University, and Profs.

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ARCHBISHOP DIES. | 
Rev. Jos. T. Duhamel Passes 
After Short Iliness. 

Ottawa, June 7,—Moat Rev. Joseph 
Duhamel, Roman Catholic Archbishep 
of Ottawa, died suddenly Saturday 

at Casselman, whither he had 
gone with the intention of presiding 
ata confirmation class yesterday . 
_ The late archbishop had been in 
failing health for a couple of years 
but had pursued his duties” with 
an interruption. On Satur- 
day he showed weakness after the 
work of the morning, and was advis-| 
ed not to go to Casselman. He could 
not be persuaded, however, and| 
shortly after his arrival he expired, | 
the immediate cause of death being |! 
an affection of the heart. 

Archbishop Duhamel was born at 
Contrecocur, Que., 68 years ago, but 
shortly efter his birth his parents re- | 
moved to Ottawa, where he was edu- 
cated until his ordination to priest- 
hood in 1863. He became successive- | 
ly priest of Buckingham, Que., and | 
St. Eugene County, Ont., and in 1881 
was appointed Bishop of Ottawa, on 
the death of Bishop Guigues. In 1886 
he was created Archbishop of Ottawa. | 

He was a knight Grand Cross of 
the Order of the Holy Sepulchre, a 
Roman Count, and chancellor of the 
University of Ottawa. 

The body was immediately removed 
to Ottawa, and lies in state at the | 
Basilica, where it was viewed yester- | 
day by large numbers. The funeral 
will take place on Thursday, Arch- 
bishop Bruchesi of Montreal and 
Arehbishop McEvay of Toronto will 
deliver orations in French and Eng- 
lish respectively.

TRUSTS HER COLONIES 


Lord Rosebery Speaks For Old 
Land at Press Ccnference 


In Serious Address Great British 


Statesman Tells of the Present Fer- 
ment In Europe Which Is Forcing 
Britain to Her Utmost to Build 
Defensive Vessels — Will “Renew 
Her Youth In Her Dominions.” 


London, June 7.—(C.A.P. Cable.) 
The most representative gathe ring of 
British newspaper men ever held, oc- 
curred Saturday evening at the Gur- 
den Club, at Shepherd’s Bush, when 
1,000 journalists of the United King- 
dom gave a banquet in honor of the 
57 colonial delegates to the Imperial 
Press Congress that is to open at the 
Foreign Office on Monday 

While the Londoners predominated, 
every section of the British Isles sent 
a delegate to welcome the colonial 
visitors who have come to London 
from all corners of the Empire 

Lord Burnham presided at the ban- 
quet. Lord Rosebery delivered the 
speech of welcome to the pressmen, 
and the reply was made by Sir Hugh 
Graham of Montreal. : 

Lord Rosebery, an orator of empire 

and master of eloquence, humior, s0- 
tire and impassioned invocation, was 
greeted most enthusastically on rising 
to propose the toast, ‘Our Guests.” 
, Lord Roseb« ry was particularly ser- 
ious in his reference to the European 
situation, pointing out that whereas 
ell the talk is of peace all the action 
is in prepuration for war. He said 
he regarded the outlook as ominous, 
almost appalling. 

He had never seen the condition of 
things in Europe so remarkable and 
80 menacing as at this moment.

Her course was at once changed 
and she went ahead at full speed 15 
knots an hour, to the designated loca- 
| tion, two miles southwest of Flores 
| Island, 
| The Prinzess Irene arrived ulong- 
| side the Slavonia on Thursday ufter- 
noon, It was arranged that she should 


| take on board the cabin passengers | 


| of the Cunard liner and work wus at 
| once begun. All Thursday night was 
| taken up with the transfer, and the 
110 passengers, women and children, 
were on board Sy daylight. The trans- 
fer wes made without a single acci- 
dent and on Friday morning early the 
Prinzess Irene left the Slavonia for 
Gibraltar. 

In the meantime the wireless calls 
had 
been heard by the Hamburg-American 
liner Batavia, which hastened to the 


; Scene. The intermediate and steer- 
| age passengers of the Slavonia were 


transferred to the Batavia also with- 
out ‘eecident. 

There remained on board the Sla- 
vonia only the members of her 
crew, but according to the latest in- 
telligence received here the entire 
ship’s company Jeft the wreck and 
went ashore at Velas, on the Island 
of Flores, some time on Friday morn- 
ing. 

The Slavonia was full of water and 
she was a total wreck. 

Flores Island, where the Slavonia 


| is grounded, is the most westerly of 


the Azores group. Many dangerous 
reefs surround the island, which is of 
valeanic origin, and a great reef ex- 
tends seaward to the southwest.

Aldrich said Canada had adopted a 
policy announced by the Premier by 
which it was intended to effectually 
prevent the export of logs or wood 
pulp. This was that of taking posses- 
sion of the American market for print 
pauper. 

“We ought to make the duty so 
high,” he said, ‘fas not to permit the 
carrying out of such a plan.” 

The duty of $4 a ton was not, in his 
opinion, sufficient to cover the differ- 
ence in the cost of production be- 
tween the two countries. 

Referring to the report that the In- 
ternational Paper Co. had purchased 
12,000 square miles of wood land in 
Canada. Mr. Aldrich suggested that 
that company might be caught in thé 
Canadian trap preventing them from 
bringing that wood across the line. 

Following closely upon the defext 
of Mr. Brown’s amendment Mr. 
Stone offered an amendment placing 
“wood pulp print paper, suitable for 
books and newspapers’ on the free 
list.

Coe Hill Mine Sold. 

Mr. ©. E. Ritchie, president of the 
Central Ontario Railway, has secured 
control of the Coe Hill iron mine.

Women had been told, especially in 
sacred and profane writing, she said, 
what they should do and what they 
should not do. Men told them what 
God meant them to do, but the only 
way to settle that was to leave God 
and women, as we leave God and 
men, to work out the problem between 
them. ' 

The idealistic was the only practi- 
cal person. No man was broader or 
larger than the ideals that’ inspired 
him. As people approached their 
ideals those grew and expanded and 
as they followed them they grew ever 
nobler. 

“What I aspired to be and was not, 
comforts me,” she quoted from Brown- 
ing, asserting that ideals were the 
greatest power in the human race. \ 

“It is better to be able to stand for 
a principle than not to stand, but it 
is better to go ahead,” was one of her 
well-turned points that drew ap- 
plause. : : 

A New York paper recently said 
that the world had got along very 
well so far without women, and if 
they went back home the world would 
continue to get along very well. In 
a vein of Aulisats sareasm she indi- 
cated the belief of women that they 
had had a great deal to do with the 
getting along of the world, and, in- 
deed, some of them found the world 
quite a load on their backs. 

“The first social unit was not man. 
The first social unit was the mother 
and child,” she declared, and from 
this were built up the more complex 
units of the family, the community 
and so forth. 

“Men are never content with the 
old things, and we are their daugh- 
ters. But nothing worse can be said 
of women than that we are discon- 
tented. Thank God some of us are 
discontented, She followed with a 
noble appeal for help for the cause 
which wouid provide that little chil- 
dren should be at least as well born 
as the beasts of the field; that those 
who lived should live under condi- 
tions which would guarantee their 
integrity of character and purity of 
personal ideals. How could women 
be content with all the conditions 
that existed, dragging their children 
down? 

“The things that concern us 
things about which we have a right! 
to be concernec she said. 

“So long as s 
home and lays its hand upon the wo-| 


voman’s business. 

“God never laid on any human be- 

ing an obligation without giving also 
the power to carry it out.” 
Their home occupations have been 
interfered with and stopped. Women 
were left without occupation, and had 
leisure to think and study and plan 
for the needs of humanity which they 
saw. They owed it to humanity and 
to themselves to give out of them- 
selves what they could. Men were 
praised who gave money for schools 
and colleges and public libraries, but 
woman gave her life and her power, 
and gave more than any man who by 
the toil of other men rolled up vast 
millions and then scattered it 
abroad. 

She went on to speak of some 
the aims of the women’s council. 

“We are here to learn that a per- 
son may not speak our language and 
yet be human,” was one remark 

“Woman is one-half of the divine 
and one-half of the divine 
she declared, and as God gave 
them intellect and character 80 men 
and women must work together, 
brain to brain and heart to heart.
